CP apologizes for train chaos 



‘Looking for a lot of 
answers’. Calgary mayor 
and CP CEO agree to 
work together more on 
safety in the future 


Calgaiy’s mayor says Canadian 
Pacific Railway has apologized 
for the chaos caused by a train 
that derailed after a bridge over 
the swollen Bow River failed 
Thursday. 

Emergency crews were 
working to pump all of the oil 
products off six tanker cars that 
were teetering on the broken 
bridge. 

Naheed Nenshi lashed out at 
the railway Thursday morning, 
saying he had concerns about 
the timing of the bridge inspec¬ 
tion in relation to flooding that 
swamped the city. He also won¬ 
dered why railways are exempt 
from municipal regulations. 

Railways are under federal 
jurisdiction and are responsible 
for their own inspections. 

“How is it we don’t have 
regulatoiy authority over this, 
but it’s my guys down there 
risking their lives to fix it?” 
Nenshi asked. 

“Certainly once this crisis is 


over, I’ll be looking for a lot of 
answers from a lot of people.” 

But on Thursday afternoon, 
after a conversation with CP 
CEO Hunter Harrison, the may¬ 
or softened his stance. 

“He extended an apology to 
the citizens of Calgaiy for what 
has happened here,” Nenshi 
said. “We both agreed, No. 1, 
our primaiy responsibility is 
to get this thing cleaned up 
and, No. 2, that we will work 
together much more and he 
reiterated safety in eveiy com¬ 
munity CP Rail runs through is 
a primaiy responsibility.” 

Harrison said it was “clear¬ 
ly” a failure of piers at the bot¬ 
tom of the river. The engineers 
blamed it on fast water scour¬ 
ing away gravel under the sup¬ 
port. 

“We couldn’t have seen 
anything from an inspection 
on top unless there was severe 
movement as a result of the 
failure down below,” Harri¬ 
son said. “We would normally 
have probably put divers in to 
inspect, but the current was 
too fast. Somebody would have 
drowned if they had tried to go 
in there, plus the current was 
so fast, and it’s so murky, you 
couldn’t do an appropriate in¬ 
spection.” 

He also said the bridge’s 


failure was as “extraordinary” 
as the heavy rains and flooding 
in southern Alberta. The bridge 
was built in 1912 and hasn’t 
had a failure like this since 


1944, he noted. 

Nenshi wondered if recent 
layoffs at CP had anything to do 
with the situation. 

“I’ll be veiy blunt. I’ll prob¬ 


ably get in trouble for saying 
this,” Nenshi said. “We’ve seen 
a lot of people lose their jobs 
at CP over the last year. How 
many bridge inspectors did 


they fire?” 

The company, however, said 
the number of bridge inspect¬ 
ors remained the same.

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2012. Alberta 
closes fiscal 
year with 
$2.8B deficit 

The final deficit number for Al¬ 
berta’s 2012 fiscal year is $2.8 
billion, Finance Minister Doug 
Homer reported on Thursday. 

That’s $2 billion more than 
what had been projected at 
budget, but less than the $4 
billion deficit projected a few 
months earlier. 

Homer, speaking in Cal- 
gaiy, said the wildly vaiying 
estimates will likely continue 
until Alberta breaks up a 
continental oil-production 
bottleneck termed the “bitu¬ 
men bubble” that is driving 
down the price of the oilsands 
product. 

“The reafity is this (oil-price) 
differential and the move¬ 
ment within that differential 
is something that no one has 
seen in the past in terms of the 
volatility,” Homer said. 

“We’re going to continue 
to see that volatility, I think, 
over the course of the next 
little while until we are able 
to provide some stable market 
access.” 

Premier Alison Redford’s 
government says Alberta is 
getting less than before for its 
oilsands bitumen because oil 
production is growing in the 
United States and Alberta has 
virtually nowhere else to sell 
its oil than to the U.S. 

Redford is pushing to get 
more oil delivered by pipeline 
to refineries on the Gulf Coast 
in Texas through the proposed 
Keystone XL pipeline, and 
through pipelines to the east 
and west coasts in Canada. 

Non-renewable resource 
revenues brought in $7.6 
billion, about $3.6 billion less 
than expected, to Alberta in 
2012. Total revenue was $38.6 
billion, almost $2 billion less 
than expected. Total spending 
was $41.4 billion, just $161 
million higher than planned. 
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Firefighters return from Calgary 


Edmonton Fire Rescue’s Don 
Cook can be forgiven for sleep¬ 
ing in on Thursday morning. 

The senior captain is one of 
60 firefighters who travelled to 
Calgaiy on Sunday to help the 
flood-ravaged city clean up, as 
part of a mutual-aid agreement 
between the two departments. 

Cook returned to Edmon¬ 
ton late Wednesday, and after 
a long night’s sleep he spoke 
about what firefighters experi¬ 
enced down south. 

Crews from Edmonton 
spent day and night pumping 
water out of dark basements 
and helping move heavy water¬ 
logged items out of homes. 

“All day long, they probably 


moved hundreds of washers, 
diyers, stoves, fridges, pool 
tables, pianos,” Cook said. “At 
the end of the day you were 
soaking wet.” 

The Edmonton firefighters 
worked in neighbourhoods hit 
especially hard by the river — 
Mission, Sunnyside and Bow- 
ness — and slept on cots in Cal- 
gaiy’s training school. 

Cook said the commun¬ 
ity spirit in Calgaiy was over¬ 
whelming. “It would bring 
some firefighters to tears,” 
said Cook, who has worked as 
a firefighter for 33 years. “I’d 
say they are definitely a city of 
champions.”

In the chaotic days after 
Superstorm Sandy, an army 
of aid workers streamed onto 
the flood-ravaged Roclcaway 
Peninsula looking for anyone 
who needed help. 

Health workers and Na¬ 
tional Guard troops went 
door to door. City inspectors 
checked thousands of dwell¬ 
ings for damage. Seaside 
neighbourhoods teemed with 
utility crews, Red Cross trucks 
and crews clearing debris. 

Yet, even as the months 


dragged on, nobody thought 
to look inside the tiny con¬ 
struction trailer rusting away 
in a junlc-filled lot at the cor¬ 
ner of Beach 40th Street and 
Roclcaway Beach Boulevard. 

If they had, they would 
have found the body of Keith 
Lancaster, a quiet handy¬ 
man who appeared to have 
been using the trailer as a 
home the night Sandy sent 
1.5 metres of water churning 
through the neighbourhood. 

It took until April 5 before 
an acquaintance finally went 
to check on the 62-year-old’s 
whereabouts and found his 
partially skeletonized re¬ 
mains. His body lay near a 
calendar that hadn’t been 
turned since October and 
prescription pill bottles last 
refilled in the fall. 

New York City’s medical 
examiner announced this 
week that Lancaster had

This particular protest 
on June 11 turns out to be a 
shi-shi demonstration in a 
wealthy Cairo neighbourhood. 
President Mohammed Morsi 
has replaced the culture min¬ 
ister and others with Muslim 
Brotherhood members. Many 
criticize the changes as crude 
and corrupt, though others 
suggest he must excise old of¬ 
ficials to begin anew. 

I lived in Egypt for five years 
until 2009, and visited again 
months after the 2011 revolu¬ 
tion. It was a time of uncer¬ 
tainty and insecurity, but also 
of some optimism and rebuild¬ 


ing. That has all but vanished. 

The one-year anniversaiy 
is Sunday. Protests have al¬ 
ready begun and bloodshed is 
expected. People are asking if 
well become like Syria? Could 
Salafis win an election? What 
of the plummeting economy 
and security? 

On a stage outside the min- 
istiy, a Tahrir Square protest 
singer performs a call-and-re- 
sponse song. Artists and intel¬ 
lectuals dot the crowd. 

Individuals stand between 
cars with petitions calling for 
early elections and people 
honk in support. 

The next day, I eye a young 
man in the women’s-only 
metro car with suspicion. After 
other vendors pass, he rallies 
the women to demonstrate on 
the 30th. There will be bussing 
to three sites and if they can’t 
go, then protest in front of 
your home, he insists. “Don’t 
be afraid,” he yells, repeatedly. 
A woman tells the rest to say 
“Amen.” 

Another woman confronts 
him, telling him that we all 
know where his support really 


comes from. Other passengers 
are pragmatic. “We have to 
give (Morsi) time, we need sta¬ 
bility.” 

Days later, on the metro 
again, a woman calls for sig¬ 
natures. “Eveiyone’s signed 
by now,” a passenger tells her. 
Arguments erupt across the 
evening car. 

I was with a friend when a 
stylish young woman said she 
wouldn’t sign — she and her 
husband work in tourism and 
just as things are getting to 
normal, protests threaten their 
livelihoods. 

I walk with a friend the 
next day around Old Cairo. An 
older man mutters to nobody 
that Morsi will be good for the 
countiy so there will be fewer 
people like us around. Tour¬ 
ists? Women? Women without 
a headscarf? Only the disdain 
is understood. 

When I take a cab home 
with a woman already inside, 
it’s clear they’ve been discuss¬ 
ing politics. The driver asks if 
I’ve signed the petition. I hesi¬ 
tate and they wonder aloud if 
perhaps my father is Brother¬ 


hood. He is not. Later when I 
jot in my notepad, he half-jolc- 
ingly suspects I’m recording 
their information. 

The woman doesn’t know 
whether to blame Morsi or the 
revolution for unemployment 
that’s driven young neigh¬ 
bours to drug addiction. The 
driver, too, had lost his job as a 
government staffer. When she 
says the old regime was better, 
the driver disagrees: he says 
the 30th had better not mean 
bringing back the old. 

In my last days I visit con¬ 
servative relatives and won¬ 
der whether they support the 
Brotherhood. I learn they don’t 
— my cousin thinks Morsi is 
incompetent, idiotic, and de¬ 
ceitful (the most common criti¬ 
cism against the Brotherhood). 
But he thinks things could get 
much worse. The opposition 
have no plan, no candidate. 
Blood will be shed, and for 
what? He fears that old regime 
sympathizers or paid thugs 
will be among protesters, even 
posing as Brotherhood, to in¬ 
cite violence. 

I leave Egypt confused. 
And worried. I have family 
members on the front lines. 
Relatives have lost eveiything 
in the plunging economy and 
once-proud Egyptians are wit¬ 
nessing the decline of their 
countiy as it’s tom along reli¬ 
gious and sectarian lines. 

And I wait to see what will 
become of Egypt’s second - 
perhaps — revolution in my 
lifetime.

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Jailed Muslims formed

The warden of a U.S. prison 
holding American Taliban 
fighter John Walker Lindh 
insisted Thursday that he was 
obeying a court order to allow 
daily group prayer by permit¬ 
ting inmates to pray in pairs 
within their cells. 

Warden John Oliver told a 
federal judge that when the 
prison allowed group prayer 
earlier this year, Muslim in¬ 
mates formed gangs and bul¬ 
lied other prisoners. 

Lindh attended the hearing 
by video conference from the 
high-security unit that houses 
him and about 40 other in¬ 
mates, including several con¬ 
victed on terror charges. 

A U.S. District judge ruled 
in Januaiy that barring Lindh 
and his fellow Muslims from 
engaging in daily group pray¬ 
er violates a 1993 law that 
bans the government from 


curtailing religious speech. 
The judge issued an order de¬ 
manding that the prison allow 
group prayer. 

Ken Falk, legal director of 
the American Civil Liberties 
Union of Indiana, filed a mo¬ 
tion in Lindh’s name in April 
asking the judge to find the 
prison warden in contempt. 
The motion argued that the 
warden allowed only three 


group prayers per day in a 
single room, instead of the 
five that Lindh said his faith 
requires. 

But Oliver said he believed 
he was balancing inmates’ re¬ 
ligious rights with the security 
needs of the special unit that 
severely restricts inmates’ 
communications with the out¬ 
side world.

Amnesty International and 
the family of two Filipino- 
Algerian sisters called for 
suspected Islamic militants 
to release the women, say¬ 
ing Thursday that they are 
human rights defenders and 
filmmakers who focused on 
the plight of Muslims in the 
Philippines. 

Nadjoua and Linda Bansil 
were taken by about 10 sus¬ 
pected Abu Sayyaf militants

fee farmers. At least three 
companions of the sisters 
were left behind, police said. 

Their brother, Mohammed 
Bansil, noted that his sisters 
were seized while tackling the 
very issues at the root of the 
decades-old minority Muslim 
unrest in the country’s south. 

Ritz Lee Santos, who heads 
Amnesty International Phil¬ 
ippines, said the sisters are 
longtime human rights volun¬ 
teers.

Sentencing has been 
delayed for a Winnipeg 
teen who tried to light 
the hair of a Jewish 
classmate on fire.

The 17-year-old boy, 
who can’t be named, 
was charged with assault 
with a weapon.

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Obama urges African nations 
to follow U.S. lead on gay rights 



Culture clash. 

Senegalese president 
insists his country is 
'very tolerant,'but is 'not 
ready to decriminalize 
homosexuality’ 


Laying bare a clash of cultures, 
U.S. President Barack Obama 
on Thursday urged African 
leaders to extend equal rights 
to gays and lesbians, but was 
bluntly rebuked by Senegal’s 
president, who said his country 
“still isn’t ready” to decriminal¬ 
ize homosexuality. 

Obama opened his week- 
long trip to Africa one day 
after the U.S. Supreme Court 
expanded federal benefits for 
married gay couples. In his first 
in-person comments on the 
ruling, Obama said the court’s 
decision marked a “proud day 
for America.” He pressed for 
similar recognition for gays in 
Africa, wading into a sensitive 
area in a region where dozens 
of countries outlaw homosexu-

ality and a few punish viola¬ 
tions with death. 

“When it comes to how the 
state treats people, how the 
law treats people, I believe that 
everybody has to be treated 
equally,” Obama said during a 
news conference with Senegal¬ 
ese President Macky Sail at the 
grand presidential palace in 
Dakar. 

But Sail gave no ground. 
Senegal is “very tolerant,” he 
assured Obama, but is “still not 
ready to decriminalize homo¬ 
sexuality.” Sail said countries 
make decisions on complex 
issues in their own time, not¬ 
ing that Senegal has outlawed 
capital punishment while other 
countries have not — a pointed 


jab at the U.S., where the death 
penalty is legal in many states. 

Obama’s trip, which also 
includes stops in South Africa 


and Tanzania, marks the most 
extensive visit to Africa by the 
first black U.S. president since 
he took office. Many Africans 


have expressed disappointment 
over Obama’s lack of direct en¬ 
gagement with affairs on their 
continent — particularly given 


that his father was Kenyan — 
yet he was still enthusiastically 
welcomed.

Propane company guilty in 2008 Toronto blast 



An Ontario company was 
convicted Thursday of vio¬ 
lating environmental and 
labour regulations in con¬ 
nection with the 2008 ex¬ 
plosion of a propane plant 
in Toronto that killed a man 
and forced thousands from 
their homes. 

Sunrise Propane and its 
directors, Shay Ben-Moshe 
and Valery Belahov, were 
found guilty of nine char¬ 
ges in relation to the early- 
morning blast. 

The court ruled Sunrise 
failed to provide safety 
training and a safe working 


environment, discharged 
a contaminant and contra¬ 
vened a number of provin¬ 
cial orders related to the 
cleanup after the blast. 

The court also found Ben- 
Moshe and Belahov failed to 
take all reasonable care to 
prevent the company from 
flouting those orders. 

Sunrise defence lawyer 
Leo Adler said both he and 
his clients were disappoint¬ 
ed with the verdict, which 
could amount to millions of 
dollars in fines for the com¬ 
pany. 

Ontario government law¬ 


yers argued training neg¬ 
ligence contributed to the 
blast that killed employee 
Parminder Saini, 25, and 
rained debris on the sur¬ 
rounding area. Bob Leek, 
55, a firefighter who re¬ 
sponded to the emergency 
on his day off, also died of a 
heart attack. 

According to the 
government, the initial 
blast occurred when pro¬ 
pane vapours ignited dur¬ 
ing a risky truclc-to-truclc 
transfer. 

Harvin Pitch — lead 
counsel in a class action 


representing members of 
the community — said his 
clients were delighted by 
Thursday’s ruling. 

“It’s very helpful to have 
a verdict that the judge rec¬ 
ognizes the negligence on 
the part of Sunrise and its 
officers,” he said, adding 
that his clients could be 
entitled to a collective 
multi-million dollar settle¬ 
ment. 

The court will reconvene 
July 23 to set a date for the 
sentencing of Sunrise and 
its directors.

Canada’s communications 
regulator cleared the way for 
the country’s newest telecom 
colossus Thursday, approving 
Bell’s retooled $3.4-billion bid 
for Astral Media and its cov¬ 
eted TV specialty channels and 
radio stations. 

Bell’s original bid for Astral 
was rejected by the Canadian 
Radio-television and Telecom¬ 
munications Commission last 
fall on the grounds that it 
wasn’t in the best interests of 
Canadians. 

But the regulator said the re¬ 
vised bid, in which Bell agreed 
to sell some of Astral’s specialty 
TV channels and radio stations, 
satisfied its concerns that the 



company would be too domin¬ 
ant in the market. 

“I would like to empha¬ 
size that the CRTC’s approval 
of this transaction, with the 
measures we have imposed, 
is in the public interest,” said 
CRTC chairman Jean-Pierre 
Blais. 

“It serves the objectives set 
out by Parliament in the Broad-

Richard: Mark, unlike the 
virtually identical Olympus 
Has Fallen, the Gerard Butler 
White House disaster flick 
that opened earlier this year, 
White House Down spends 
half-an-hour of its sprawl¬ 
ing 137 minutes introducing 
the characters, which is 29 
minutes more than we got 
in Butler’s film. There’s loads 
and loads of not terribly in¬ 
teresting talking, then the 
dome blows off the White 
House and director Roland 


Emmerich’s genius for mak¬ 
ing things go boom comes 
into play. From that point 
on, it’s fun stuff. 

Mark: And the question be¬ 
comes which is the better 
flick? White House Down has 
bigger stars, more expensive 
production and more action 
than Olympus Has Fallen. 
But if we use plausibility as 
a guideline, I think Olympus 
has a bit of an edge. That 
film almost felt like an indie, 
and its relative cheapness 
worked for it. I’m not say¬ 
ing that White House Down 
isn’t fun, but there were lots 
of times I just didn’t believe 
it, starting with the idea that 
Jamie Foxx could be elected 
president. On the other 
hand, James Woods is very 
believable. Too believable, 
maybe. 


RC: Woods does disgruntled 
very well. I won’t say any 
more about Woods — there 
will be no spoilers here — 
but I can say that this is a 
talkier-than-usual action 
movie. But by and large the 
chit chat is entertaining. Best 
line in the movie? “That’s 
President Sawyer, and he has 
a rocket launcher!” I loved 
that the cheese factor was 
ramped up to 11 for the last 
hour-and-a-half. 

MB: Yes, I enjoyed that too. 
And there’s a bit of comedy 
thrown in. Nicolas Wright 
is terrific as a White House 
guide with SNL timing. But 
the director, Roland Em¬ 
merich, may have some ex¬ 
plaining to do. This is the 
second time he’s blown up 
the White House (Independ¬ 
ence Day being the first), 


and I’m no Freudian, but as 
a foreign national he may be 
receiving a visit from some 
Homeland Security in the 
near future. 

RC: He’s the master of disas¬ 
ter! He’s never met a monu¬ 
ment he didn’t want to 
destroy. Whether it be bad 
weather a la The Day After 
Tomorrow or a worldwide 
cataclysm as in his global 
warming epic 2012, the dir¬ 
ector can’t seem to stop him¬ 
self from trashing beloved 
landmarks. 

MB: I just heard there’s a

Kristen Wiig is tiying to deal 
with the fact that she’s always 
expected to be ‘on.’ 

The comic actress and Sat¬ 
urday Night Live vet has made 
a name for herself with out¬ 
landish characters and hilari¬ 
ous writing, but she’s actually 
quite shy and reserved when 
she’s not on the clock. Un¬ 
fortunately, when promoting 
a massive animated film like 
Despicable Me 2, that’s not 
veiy often. 

“I mean, in an interview 
situation I am aware that I’m 
being recorded and written 
about, so there’s a kind of a 
persona you have to bring out 
a little bit,” she admits. “I find 
that people who interview 
me expect probably more of 


a comedic personality than in 
real life.” 

Wrestling with those per¬ 
ceptions has perhaps gotten 
easier now that she’s left SNL, 
where she became a stand¬ 
out over seven seasons with 
crazy characters like the Tar¬ 
get Lady. She even enjoyed a 
touching kind of send-off — 
with each cast member and 
creator Lome Michaels dan¬ 
cing with her during a final 
sketch — most other retiring 
SNL actors don’t enjoy. 

With a year’s time now 
between Wiig and her tearful 
farewell from SNL, she admits 
she’s finally getting used to 
not being on the sketch com¬ 
edy mainstay. 

“I do miss it,” she admits. 
“It’s getting easier now be¬ 
cause they’re on (summer]) 
hiatus. I don’t imagine what 
they’re doing — not in a 
creepy way, but just... it was 
such a big part of my life for 
seven years and it was a tran¬ 
sition to leave. But it’s getting 
better.” 

For her new addition to the 
Despicable Me world, Wiig 
was given some touchstones 
from one of her famous pre¬ 


decessors to work with: She 
plays Lucy, a brassy, clumsy 
redhead — who reminds 
viewers more than a little of 
Lucille Ball — tasked with 
roping retired super-villain 
Gru (Steve Carell) into a mis¬ 


sion. “That’s all they gave me. 
‘Her name is Lucy, she has 
red hair, go!”’ Wiig says with 
a laugh. “I had never played a 
character like that before that 
was so enthusiastic, I guess. 
She’s veiy excited.” 


Lucy is also fairly fearless, a 
trait Wiig humbly declines to 
apply to herself. “Urn ... no,” 
she laughs. “I don’t know, in 
some ways, I guess. But I don’t 
think anyone is 100 per cent 
fearless.”

A young Steven Van Zandt and 
Bruce Springsteen, who didn’t 
know each other at the time, 
went to see The Rascals at a 
roller rink on the Jersey Shore 
in the summer of 1966. 

The show made quite an 
impression on the future E 
Street Band members. 

The Rascals “were abso¬ 
lutely amazing, and it was one 
of the most inspiring perform¬ 
ances of my life,” Van Zandt 
said. “It stayed with us — half 
rock, half soul — so we trace 
our roots veiy much to them.” 

Now, after more than 40 
years apart, the original Ras¬ 
cals — Felix Cavaliere, Eddie 
Brigati, Gene Cornish and 
Dino Danelli — have reunited 
for a theatrical concert, called 
The Rascals: Once Upon a 
Dream.

The show, which sold out 
a Broadway run earlier in the 
spring, is now touring other 
cities. 

Van Zandt, the co-produ¬ 
cer, co-director and writer of 
the show, had tried to reunite 
the original members for 30 
years. 

“They’re veiy idealistic 
guys,” he says. “There’s been a 
lot of money thrown at them, 
and they turned it down, and 
finally it came down to this 
idea, and I think it appealed 
to them. 

“I wanted the show to be 
a great concert, but I wanted 
to re-establish the legacy, re¬ 
establish the histoiy and the 


identity of the band. People 
need to be reminded, and you 
can’t blame the public when 
you’re gone for 40 years.” 

When they formed in 
1965, The Rascals were part 
of America’s answer to the 
British Invasion, with hits in¬ 
cluding Good Lovin’, Groov¬ 
in’, People Got to Be Free, A 
Beautiful Morning and How 
Can I Be Sure. 

The group, now in the 
Rock and Roll Hall of Fame, 
expanded the scope of the 
era’s roclc-pop sound with ele¬ 
ments of soul, jazz and the use 
of complex arrangements and 
instrumentation. 

In Once Upon a Dream, the 


band plays more than 30 hits, 
augmented by a few backup 
musicians and singers and 
a 50-by-2 5-foot LED screen, 
which illuminates the songs 
and the stoiy of the band. 

In New York, Brigati’s How 
Can I Be Sure was a showstop- 
per. 

“I want people leaving feel¬ 
ing elated, with a sense of in¬ 
spiration and motivation and 
a certain optimism that you 
can’t come by too easily these 
days,” says Van Zandt, who is 
currently on tour with the E 
Street Band in Europe. “I’m 
veiy proud that people are 
leaving the show feeling that 
anything is possible.” 
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Manti Te’o scandal 
helped Catfish series 
to swim, not sink 


Q&A. Co-host talks 
about the football star,

Max Joseph, co-host of MTV’s 
Catfish: The TV Show, says he 
has Manti Te’o to thank for 
catapulting his series into the 
national spotlight. “Manti Te’o 
got catfished. It happens. We 
see it happen every week,” Jo¬ 
seph said. “I mean it was amaz¬ 
ing for the show, not so amaz¬ 
ing for Manti Te’o.” 

The term, which refers to 
someone using a fake identity 
to seduce another person on¬ 
line, gained momentum as the 
title of a 2010 documentary on 
the topic. It has since become 
mainstream lingo and was used 
in a stoiy line on Fox’s Glee 
after the former Notre Dame 
linebacker’s fake girlfriend epi¬ 
sode. Now Joseph and his pal 
Nev Schulman travel the coun¬ 
try to film people embroiled in 
catfish scenarios. 

“You’ve got the catfish, who 
has been lying and is nerv¬ 
ous and doesn’t necessarily 
love the idea of meeting the 


other person, but maybe real¬ 
izes to some degree they need 
to (do so) in order to move on 
with their life,” said Joseph, 
explaining the show’s premise. 
“And you’ve got the hopeful, 
who is in love with someone 
who has kind of evaded them, 
and they desperately want to 
meet that person to see if their 
love is real.” 

In a recent interview, the 
Los Angeles filmmaker dis¬ 
cussed what’s in store for the 
series’ second season, which 
premiered Tuesday, and why 
The Great Gatsby may be the 
original catfish. 

Why would someone who 
suspects their love interest is a 
fraud or someone lying about 
their identity decide to be on 
your show? 

Most people come on the show 
because that’s their only oppor¬ 
tunity to either meet the other 
person or to come out of the 
catfish closet and tell the other 
person the truth in a kind of 
protected safe environment 
where they know that we are 
going to be there and we are 
going to mediate and kind 
of make sure that the other 
person doesn’t judge them 
immediately. It gives them an 
opportunity to say their piece. 


Why are catfish schemes so easy 
to pull off? 

The more we are involved in 
social media, the easier it is for 
someone to lie about who they 
are and to kind of fabricate a 
story about them, fabricate a 
life that is grander than the 
one that they lead. That is 
the stoiy of The Great Gatsby, 
which is a film that just came 
out. And obviously this has 
been kind of an American 
trope since at least the 1920s, 
but definitely before then. This 
idea that in America you can 
be anyone you want. You can 




reinvent yourself. Well, I think 
that the Internet has maybe 
taken that kind of American 
idea and has democratized it 
for the world. 

What are the lessons here? 

I think it’s an amazing lesson 
for eveiyone out there that 
you got to be careful online. 

I don’t think the Internet is 
necessarily a dangerous place. 
It’s only dangerous if you 
don’t make people earn your 
trust. 

Do you ever get upset with 
people on the show? 

This season we definitely met 
people who don’t feel guilty at 
all and are doing it for really 
terrible reasons and aren’t 


repentant about it. And there 
are times when Nev and I 
have gotten really angry with 
people. 

After filming season one, do 
the stories still surprise you? 

The variety of stories in season 
two kind of blows season one 
out of the water.... The stories 
are crazier; more complicated, 
more interesting.... Just when 
you think you understand 
why people do what they do 
or why a catfish would lie to 
someone that they’re talking 
to and you pretty much think 
you know the range of rea¬ 
sons, along comes a stoiy that 
really turns the whole thing 
on its head.

Since the ’80s, Kelly Lynch 
has been the kind of beauti¬ 
ful actress who knows how to 
be taken seriously. 

The same year she popped 
up in a ridiculous Patrick 
Swayze sex scene in Road 
House, she delivered a gritty 
turn in Gus Van Sant’s junkie 
saga Drugstore Cowboy. Since 
then, she’s jumped back and 
forth between blockbusters 
and smaller, more character- 


driven work. 

She’s sometimes done that 
with her husband — produ¬ 
cer, writer and director Mitch 
Glazer. The two reunite for 
the second season of Magic 
City, airing Fridays on Starz, 
on which she plays the in¬ 
creasingly involved former 
sister-in-law of ’50s Miami 
hotelier Ike (Jeffrey Dean 
Morgan). 

A lot of film actors are gravi¬ 
tating toward TV these days. 

Our whole cast off-duty 
makes movies. And we all 
come from movies. A lot of 
movies are either $1 million 
things that you hope will be 
really cool, or they’re giant 
cartoons. Storytelling, like 
in the great ’70s movies 
like The Godfather — those 
aren’t made anymore. Those 
are now TV shows on cable. 

How do you work with your 


fellow actors? 

The more a group of actors 
feels like a family to me, 
the safer I feel. If I go to a 
place with another person 
as a character, there’s a 
foundation of friendship and 
respect that’s really helpful. 
The fact that we all love each 
other helps. Mitch put this 
group together. Everyone 
makes me better. 

What about working with 
your husband? 

At home, he’s my husband. 
At work, he’s my boss. It’s a 
very weird dynamic. It first 
happened years ago, that 
we had a chance to work 
together (on 1993’s Three of 
Hearts). Both of us were driv¬ 
ing to work, and one of us 
went, “Oh, we’ll be working 
together.” 

Some film actors are amazed 
at how quick TV shooting is.

What’s it like not always 
knowing where your char¬ 
acter will wind up versus a 
film, where there’s a definite 
ending? 

In a film you’re stuck with a 
script. Television is open- 
ended. You never know who's 
going to live, who's going 
to die. I live with (Glazer), 
and until we get the scripts, 

I have no clue what’s going 
on. Some of them have been 
shocking. I love that element 
of surprise. 


I always felt as an actor if I 
didn’t have it by the third 
take I was in trouble. I did a 
pretty big movie with an ac¬ 
tor who did 56 takes, during 
a shot where I had to ciy. He 


was tiying to get to a place, 
and by the end of it I looked 
like a raccoon or a squirrel 
— a monster. Shooting fast, 
it separates the grown-ups 
from the little kids. You just 
have to do it. You don’t have 


that safety net (on TV) where 
you can reshoot or come 
back. Movies shoot three 
pages a day. We can shoot 
12, easily. It probably doesn’t 
sound like much, but it’s 
daunting.

Buyer & Cellar. Ugly

Michael Urie recently shared 
his stage with a noisy visitor 
and was not amused. He was 
rehearsing his one-man show 
and the buzzing fly around his 
face was grossing him out. 

“No,” he told the annoying 
insect, in full diva-mode. “I 
work alone.” 

The former Ugly Betty star 
certainly doesn’t need any 
help in Jonathan Tolins’ utter¬ 
ly charming play Buyer & Cel¬ 
lar, which reopened this week 
at New York’s Barrow Street 
Theatre following a successful 
stint at the Rattlesticlc Play¬ 
wrights Theater. 

The Juilliard-trained Urie 
plays a struggling actor who 
lands a job as a clerk in an 
underground mall of quaint 
shops. The weird part is the 
mall is part of Barbra Strei¬ 
sand’s estate and only she goes 
down there. 

Over 100 minutes, Urie 
plays out more than 30 scenes 
in which his character has a 
fraught tango with the fiction¬ 
al Babs, eventually teasing out 
questions about celebrity, ma¬ 
terialism and fame. It’s moving 
and sweet and funny. 

Since Ugly Betty ended, he 
basically hasn’t stopped work¬ 
ing — from the off-Broadway 
turn in The Temperamentals 
to the powerful revival of An¬ 
gels in America to a vibrant 
The Cherry Orchard to the 
big Broadway musical How to 
Succeed in Business Without 
Really Trying. Urie, 32, is also a 
movie director and filmed the 
upcoming Such Good People 
with Randy Harrison over the 
five weeks when Buyer & Cel¬ 
lar took a break. 

Urie revealed in person 
his evolving relationship with 
Babs, why he won’t drink 
water onstage and the time he 
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got paid to get stoned. 

Did you know Buyer & Cellar 
would touch a chord? 

I had a feeling when I read it 
that, if I did it and I was able 
to make it work, eveiyone 
would at least be nice to me 
because of how challenging it 
was. At least people would be 
like, “Good job, you!” At the 
veiy least, people would be, 
“Aw. You learned all of that.” 

Which of Barbra Streisand’s 
movies did you watch the most 
to get ready? 

Meet the Foclcers is the movie 
that I watched the most. It’s 
recent and because she’s got 
that maternal thing going on 
that’s sort of in our play. But 
she’s also sexy in that and 
she’s veiy sexual in that. So 
that movie was veiy helpful 
to me. 

What have you learned about 
yourself? 

I’ve learned that I can speak 
for 100 minutes straight with¬ 
out taking a drink of water. I 
have water onstage if I need it. 
It’s hidden onstage for me but 
I’ve never used it. I don’t want 
to use it. I don’t want people 
to be worried about me. You 
know, like, “Oh, he needs a 
drink. I hope he’s OK.” 

This play is about an out-of- 
work actor trying to make ends 
meet. What kinds of things 
did you do before you were 
famous? 

Usually I would do extremely 
menial jobs like answering 
phones, transferring calls. 

That sounds grim. Anything 
else? 

I did do one pretty ridiculous 
job for money. I did a medical 
research study for the effects 
of marijuana. I would go to 
Columbia University and get 
high. I would smoke and do 
these computer tests, like 
match the dots or something 
like that. It was a six-week 
study and I would go eveiy 
week. Eveiy week was a dif¬ 
ferent level of marijuana. The 
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first week I got stoned out 
of my mind. The next week 
was weaker. It was vaiying 
degrees. The placebo was bor¬ 
ing. It was a fun job and they 
paid really well. But I didn’t 
get to keep any of it. 
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Dale Patterson. His 
jassion for history saw 
lim dig deep behind 
the stories of the 
world's most famous 
and fleeting stars 


American pop artist Andy 
Warhol’s iconic quote “In the 
future eveiybody will be world 
famous for 15 minutes” has 
inspired a Canadian author to 
look at the stories of those who 
briefly entered the spotlight 
only to fall back into obscurity. 

“The stories behind the stor¬ 
ies are of interest to me,” said 
Dale Patterson, whose new 
book Fifteen Minutes of Fame: 
History’s One Hit Wonders is 
just out from Red Deer Press. 

Remember Max Yasgur? 
He’s the New York farmer who 
rented out his field for a small 
musical gathering and ended 
up hosting Woodstock in 1969. 
He died of a heart condition 
four years later at age 53. 

“Rolling Stone gave him 
an obituaiy, which is rare for 
a non-music person. He was 
beloved by the Woodstock gen¬ 
eration because he gave them a 
break,” Patterson, 60, said in a 
recent interview. 

There are more than 200 
entries in the book, and at the 
end of each, Patterson supplies 
an additional nugget of infor¬ 
mation. “If you’re into trivia, 
this is the book for you,” he 
said. “And I’ve really dug deep 
to find the trivia.” In the case 
of the “Rock ‘n’ Roll Farmer,” 
for instance, Patterson includes 
the musicians who passed on 
Woodstock, including Led Zep¬ 
pelin, the Byrds, the Moody 



Blues, Jethro Tull, the Doors 
and Procol Harum. 

“I’ve always been interested 
in histoiy and the people in 
histoiy, the actual people and 
the stories behind the people. 
... My favourite thing is what 
happened after the fame,” 
said Patterson, who hails from 
Ajax, Ont. Remember Robert 
Opel? The photographer and 
art gallery owner streaked the 
1974 Oscars while British actor 
David Niven was introducing 
film diva Elizabeth Taylor, who 
was to hand out the award for 
best picture. 

“During my research I want 
to find out not just about that 
but what happened after¬ 
wards,” said Patterson. “He was 
murdered five years later in 
his art galleiy in San Francisco. 
It was a robbeiy It was just 
wrong place, wrong time.” 

Patterson’s previous book 
was What Time Of Day Was 
That?: Histoiy by the Minute 
(2001), which organizes histoiy 
according to the time of day it 
happened. The idea for Fifteen 
Minutes was already percolat¬ 
ing after he wrote an entiy 
about Abraham Zapruder, an 
American manufacturer of 
women’s clothing who became 


famous for his home movie 
about the assassination of U.S. 
president John F. Kennedy in 
Texas on Nov. 22,1963. 

After his retirement in 2010, 
Patterson spent about three 
years doing intense research 


and writing Fifteen Minutes. 

“If you write histoiy 
properly it can come alive 
and be interesting. I’m pas¬ 
sionate about histoiy and 
making it interesting.” 
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Proxy. Hunger Games 
comparisons made with 
latest dystopian novel 


Alex London’s new young adult 
novel, Proxy, serves up a dys¬ 
topian future where the debt¬ 
laden have-nots — or proxies — 
suffer punishments on behalf 
of the wealthier haves, known 
as patrons — that is until one 
of the proxies, Syd, comes face 
to face with his patron for the 
first time. We check in with 
London about writing for older 
readers, writing a gay action 
hero and welcoming Hunger 
Games comparisons. 

How do you approach writing 
"for teens” as opposed to for 
younger readers? Are there age- 
specific considerations to make? 

The voices are veiy different, 
but there is no deliberate 
choice that happens in the be¬ 
ginning. I don’t write for kids 
or for teens — the categories 
are much too broad; eveiy 
young reader is a thousand 
contradictions — but I write 
books that I think might be 
of interest to them. Of course, 
when writing for the younger 
set, I’m sensitive to sentence 
structure and vocabulaiy. 

More and more, adults are con¬ 
suming YA titles, adding to your 
book’s prospective audience. Do 
you take that into consideration 
at all when writing, or is it just 
an added bonus? 

It is a nice added bonus I think 
adults are looking for the 
authenticity and the immedi¬ 
acy they find in literature for 
teens. You have no time to in¬ 
dulge yourself when writing a 
YA novel. You have to capture 
the reader’s interest and keep 
it with a good stoiy and com¬ 
pelling characters. There’s 
no reason adults wouldn’t 
respond to those things, too. 

I hope both teens and adults 
enjoy Proxy by the millions!

How often does the Hunger 
Games come up in conversa¬ 
tion for you, and how annoy¬ 
ing is that? 

It comes up a lot. Luckily, 

I like the books. Suzanne 
Collins is a genius at pacing 
a story. And of course, I 
welcome the comparisons 
because, again, my dog’s food 
is expensive. 

Acceptance of homosexuality 
seems to be advancing rapidly, 
especially among younger 
people, and as an example 
of that you have this book 
marketed as "YA” and not just 
"GayYA.” 

We’ve come a long way as a 
culture since I was a teenager, 
and LGBT visibility is at a 
high point. I mean, they’re 
even cariying Proxy in Wal- 
mart! Just five years ago I’m 
not sure that could have hap¬ 
pened. When I started writ¬ 
ing, I didn’t even know that 
one of my main characters 
would be gay. His sexuality is, 
of course, a major part of who 
he is, but it isn’t the whole 
story.

The author of Prep and Amer¬ 
ican Wife brings us more deli¬ 
ciously detailed characters and 
their challenges, this time with 
twins anchoring the plot. 

In Sisterland, out today, Kate 
and her sister Violet have what 


they call “senses” —what others 
consider being psychic or, at 
times, creepy. Kate is convinced 
it is the latter, and she strives to 
never be connected with psych¬ 
ic powers. Meanwhile, her sister 
makes her living performing 
readings. But the topic lurches 
to the forefront when Violet 
senses a huge earthquake will 
hit their St. Louis hometown, 
threatening not only to disrupt 
the carefully constructed sub¬ 
urban lifestyle Kate has with 
her husband and two children, 
but also to bring a city to its 
knees. Author Curtis Sitten¬ 
feld, who was inspired to write 
the plot after reading about a 
1990 earthquake prediction, 


tells Metro about writing about 
psychic readings. 

How did you decide to focus 
this book around having senses, 
which is what the characters call 
being psychic? 

There is kind of this built 
tension when something is sup¬ 
posed to happen by a certain 
date. Either it happens, or it 
doesn’t happen. After I heard 
about (the 1990 earthquake 
prediction), I thought it would 
be so interesting to think of 
what that time would be like, 
from the point of view of not 
the person who makes the 
prediction, but the person 
close to the person, that has an 


ambivalence about it. 

Did anything surprise you while 
you were writing this? 

One day, after I had finished 
the book... I went to this trin¬ 
ket store to get some stocking 
stuffers, and there happened to 
be a psychic giving readings in 
the back. It was a weekday in 
the suburbs, and I thought, “Oh 
my God, it’s a sign. I’m meant 
to go sit down and have 
a reading.” ... And then I look 
over and I see that there’s a line 
of 10 people waiting to see her, 
and I was like, “There is no way 
I’m going to wait in line.” Then 
I thought, “Was it a sign, or was 
it not a sign?” ... “No, there’s a 


huge line. This psychic is not 
here to meet with me. I’m off 
to run my other errands.” 

What is your writing process, 
start to finish? Do you, for 
example, know where the 
characters will be at the end of 
the book? 

For the most part, I write 
chronologically.... As the book 
got longer and longer, I took 
eveiy chapter and laid them 
out on the floor of the office. 
Each chapter was a stack of 
papers. Then I could see what 
was missing, I could realize I 
needed to insert something. 

It helped me because I could 
visually see it.

Bunny Yeager was a photog¬ 
rapher at a time when men 
dominated that profession, 
but the model turned pin-up 
photographer used that to 
her advantage when photo¬ 
graphing women in the 1950s 
and ’60s.

“And 
I wouldn’t push them to do 
nude if they didn’t want to do 
nudes. It wasn’t a day when 
nude photography was preva¬ 
lent.” 

Wes Carson, a photog¬ 
raphy instructor at the Miami 
International University of 
Art & Design, said the way 
women were “surveyed” in 
Yeager’s photographs was dis-

much more dismissive and 
demure.” 

Last year, Yeager, a Penn¬ 
sylvania native, published the 
coffee table book Bunny Yea¬ 
ger’s Darkroom and is work¬ 
ing on another book that will 
include her photos of Page. 

Yeager, whose real name 


is Linnea Eleanor Yeager, was 
one of the most photographed 
models in Miami during her 
early career. Soon after tak¬ 
ing a photography course at 
a local college, Yeager turned 
the camera on herself as she 
posed in bathing suits she 
handmade for her five-foot- 
nine frame. Her self-portraits 
were turned into a book, How 
I Photograph Myself, in 1964 
and many of those photos 
— including Yeager in a red- 
striped low V-cut bathing suit 
and a white bikini covered in 
real daisies she glued on one 
by one — adorn the walls of 
her Miami gallery. The prints 
range in price from $1,200 to 
$3,000.

Israeli wall in World War Z sparks questions 



At the box office. 

Brad Pitt's zombie 
movie contains 
geopolitical themes 


Brad Pitt’s World War Z im¬ 
agines a world overrun by a 
zombie pandemic, leading 
to an unlikely new global 
power structure. Two of the 
few countries that have kept 
the zombies at bay are Israel, 
which shelters Israelis and 
Palestinians behind a wall, 
and North Korea, which has 
removed the teeth of its cit¬ 
izens to prevent zombie bit¬ 
ing. 

It’s a curious portrait of 
geopolitics that’s left some 
moviegoers scratching their 
heads. Is a wall of unity for 
both Jews and Muslims in 
Jerusalem an ironic commen¬ 
tary on the West Bank barrier 
being constructed by Israel 
alongside Palestine? Or a sug¬ 
gestion that a wall — which 
resembles the Western Wall 
— can be a positive force in 
the Middle East? 

There’s little time for ru¬ 
mination on such questions in 


World War Z before the next 
swarm of zombies attack. Any 
whiff of foreign policy con¬ 
templation is snuffed out by 
the stampeding undead, who 
seem about as interested in 
politics as the average sum¬ 
mer moviegoer. 

But in their wake, some 
have questioned just what, 
exactly, World War Z is saying 
about Israel. 

“Will (foreign moviegoers) 
conclude that the filmmakers 
(are) saying that Kim Jong- 
un and Benjamin Netanyahu 
are the wisest leaders in the 
world, except that Kim is a 
little bit wiser, because he’s 
uncontaminated by humani¬ 
tarian sentiments?” wrote 
Hendrik Hertzberg for The 
New Yorker. “North Koreans 
still have a few teeth in their 
heads, but Israel has already 
built a wall. Will foreign audi¬ 
ences, or potential audiences, 
interpret the film’s message 
to be that the only thing 
wrong with the existing wall 
is that it’s not sealed tight 
enough?” 

The Los Angeles Times’ 
Steven Zeitchilc wrote: “In the 
context of the Israeli-Palestin- 
ian conflict, a wall is a heav¬ 


ily fraught symbol. But here 
it turns into an instrument of 
peace?” 

Any murkiness is partly 
the result of the tortured, 
rewritten path to movie the¬ 
atres taken by World War 
Z, which opened last week¬ 
end in North America with a 
higher than expected $66.4 
million at the box office and 
plans for a sequel. 

The film is loosely based 
on Max Brooks’ 2006 novel 
World War Z: An Oral Histoiy 
of the Zombie War. Modelled 
on Studs Terlcel’s Pulitzer 
Prize-winning The Good War: 
An Oral Histoiy of World War 
II, Brooks’ book is a collection 
of dispatches from around 
the globe years after a zombie 
outbreak. 

Pitt’s production company, 
Plan B, pursued the rights ag¬ 
gressively, winning them for 
$1 million over competing 
bidder Leonardo DiCaprio. 
But though Pitt was initially 
attracted to World War Z for 
its provocative hypothesizing 
of various nations’ handling 
of a worldwide epidemic, the 
need for a more linear narra¬ 
tive soon took precedence.

Lots of eveiyday products 
have a Canadian connection. 

While we may not brag 
about them the way we do the 
telephone, or insulin, these 
gadgets come in pretty handy, 
pretty often. Here are a few: 

Paint Roller 

There’s an art to painting 
a wall well, and most people 


never, ever, master it. And 
they never have to, thanks to 
Toronto’s Norman Brealcey, 
who invented the paint roller 
in 1940. 

Ski-Doo 

This quintessential Can¬ 
adian contraption isn’t as 
old as you might think: Bom¬ 
bardier only began manufac¬ 
turing them in 1959. While 
snowmobiles had existed for 
decades, engine-sizes had lim¬ 






ited them to larger, bulkier 
forms. Joseph-Armand Bom¬ 
bardier took advantage of 
newer, lightweight engines to 
build his Ski-Doo, and the re¬ 
sults were duplicated widely. 

Alkaline Battery 

The power of Canadian in¬ 
genuity was on display back 
in 1955, when engineer Lewis 
Urry, of Pontypool, Ont., in¬ 
vented the first long-lasting 
alkaline battery. Yes, he was 
working in Cleveland at the 
time, but it still counts. 

Garbage Bag 

The modern garbage bag 
was developed independ¬ 
ently, after the Second World 
War, by three Canadians: 
Harry Wasylylc, of Winnipeg; 
Frank Plomp, of Toronto; and 
Lariy Hanson, an employee at 
a Union Carbide plant in Lind¬ 
say, Ont.. Clearly, this was an 
invention worth keeping. 

Snow Blower 

It’s still the best way to get 
snow off your driveway and 
onto your neighbour’s lawn. 
The snow blower dates back 
to 1925 — the brainchild of 
one Arthur Sicard, of Saint- 
Leonard-de-Port-Maurice, 
QC. Sicard’s truck-sized 
prototype must have been a 
source of immense satisfac¬ 
tion to him. He had come up 
with the concept at least as 
far back as 1894. 

BlackBerry 

Though the last few years 
have been shaky for its Water¬ 
loo, Ont.-based developer, Re¬ 
search In Motion (now known 
globally as “BlackBerry”), the 
BlackBeriy remains a go-to 
device for millions of business- 
people, political types, and 
regular people, worldwide. 
The first BlackBerry, little 
more than an email-enabled 
pager, was released in 1999. 


Caulking Gun 

For adults, it’s an essential 
home-repair tool. For kids, it’s 
a viable substitute for a laser 
pistol. The caulking gun was 
invented by Theodore Witte, 
of Chilliwack, B.C., in 1894. 

Instant Replay 

One of the most signifi¬ 
cant features of modern sport 
debuted, modestly, on a 1955 


television broadcast of Hock¬ 
ey Night in Canada, when 
producer George Retzlaff of¬ 
fered his viewers a kinescope 
recording of a goal. Today, 
instant replay is a part of all 
major televised sports. 

Honourable mention: The 
Zipper 

Did a Canadian invent 
the zipper? Many Canadians 


think so. And they’re wrong. 
Engineer Gideon Sundbaclc 
was born in Sweden, immi¬ 
grating to the United States 
in 1905. In 1917, he was 
issued a patent for the zip¬ 
per (then called a ‘separable 
fastener’). One of the first 
places it was manufactured 
was St. Catharines, Ont., but 
that’s as close to the glory as 
we get.

They agreed to answer a few 
questions about the law behind 


“Made in Canada” logos. 

If we see a “Made in Canada” 
logo on a product (or on its 
packaging), what facts can 
we assume about the prod¬ 
uct and how it was made? 

R & I: For non-food products, 
it means that the product was 
substantially manufactured or 
produced in Canada, and that 
at least 51 per cent of the costs 
associated with the production 
or manufacture of the product 
were incurred here. 

For food products, it means 
that the manufacturing or pro¬ 


cessing of the food substan¬ 
tially occurred in Canada. It 
doesn’t tell you about the ori¬ 
gin of the ingredients — they 
can be domestic or imported. 
For this reason, a qualifying 
statement must be added 
to the product label to note 
the origin of the ingredients 
contained in the food, for ex¬ 
ample, “Made in Canada from 
imported ingredients.” 

The absence of a claim 
does not mean that the prod¬ 
uct was not made in Canada. 
These claims are made volun¬ 
tarily by manufacturers, and 
are not legally required.

Darren Dahl is a professor 
at the Sauder School of Busi¬ 
ness, and an associate editor 
of the Journal of Consumer 
Research. He studies consum¬ 
er behaviour. 

Do product labels like 'Made In 
Canada' really affect people's 
purchasing decisions? 

DD: They affect some 
peoples’ decisions. People 
who have a strong sense of 
national identity, and who 
look for that as a feature of 
the products they buy. 

Most Canadians tend not 
to wear their patriotism on 
their sleeves. For these con¬ 
sumers, is the label actually 
a negative? 

DD: I don’t think so. I 
think they ignore it. 

There is a concept called 
‘country of origin effect,’ 
but it has more to do with 
peoples’ attitudes to coun¬ 
tries other than their own. 
Made in Germany might 
mean the product is well-en¬ 
gineered, for example. 

What do you think 'Made in 
Canada' signifies to people? 


DD: The Canada-brand 
means outdoors; it means 
nature. If you were from an¬ 
other country and you saw a 
brand of outdoor equipment 
with a Made in Canada logo, 
that would mean something. 
However, if the label was on 
a television set, which is not 
something a lot of people as¬ 
sociate with Canada, it might 
not convince you. 

So really, what product the 


label is on matters as much 
as what the label says. 

DD: Absolutely. 

What other factors affect 
what consumers buy? 

DD: Price is almost always 
one of the top concerns; then 
the quality, which is judged 
in different ways. Some 
concerns are fairly product- 
specific — when you’re buy¬ 


ing a car, for example, you’ll 
be concerned about safety. 
Compared to these, the coun¬ 
try the product was made in 
probably falls far down the 
list. 

Are appeals to the national 
origin of a product an old 
advertising tactic, or a rela¬ 
tively recent one? 

DD: They’re pretty old. But 
I think their effectiveness var¬ 


ies from country to country. 

Is Canada one of the coun¬ 
tries where they're least ef¬ 
fective? 

DD: You would have to run 
the data, but my guess is that 
we’re somewhere in the mid¬ 
dle. We’re not as passionate 
about this type of thing as the 
U.S. or some European coun¬ 
tries, but for some people, it 
does resonate. 


What is the difference be¬ 
tween ''Made in Canada” 
and ''Product of Canada”? 

R & I: It depends on the 
type of product. For non¬ 
food products, “Product of 
Canada” means that virtu¬ 
ally all (at least 98 per cent) 
of the costs associated with 
producing or manufacturing 
the product must have been 
incurred in Canada. For food 
products, “Product of Can¬ 
ada” means that virtually 
all of the major ingredients, 
components, processing, 
and labour used to make the 
food product are Canadian. 

Are there any restrictions on 
what a ''Made in Canada” 
logo must look like? 

R & I: All that is required 
is that the label creates a gen¬ 
eral impression that the prod¬ 
uct was made in Canada. A 
“Made in Canada” claim can 
take the form of words, vis¬ 
ual elements, illustrations, 
or even the overall layout of 
a label. However, certain in¬ 
dicia of Canada, for example, 
the Canadian Coat of Arms 
and the Canadian flag, can¬ 
not be used without the per¬ 
mission of the Department of 
Canadian Heritage. 

Who (besides the manufac¬ 
turer) is responsible for en¬ 
suring that products carry¬ 
ing these logos live up to 
the Competition Bureau's 
Enforcement Guidelines? 

R & I: The Competition 
Bureau (in particular, the Fair 
Business Branch) is respon¬ 
sible for enforcing the false or 
misleading advertising provi¬ 
sions of the Competition Act, 
which would encompass im¬ 
proper use of “Made in Can¬ 
ada” claims. The Competition 
Bureau typically would initiate 
investigations based on com¬ 
plaints from consumers or 
competitors. The Bureau mon¬ 
itors the news, and can take 
action on such monitoring. 


In a lot of ways our world 
is getting smaller — social 
media, in particular, breaks 
down a lot of boundaries. 
Do you think this sort of 
label will retain its effective¬ 
ness over the next 20 years? 

DD: People want to be 
more international, so yes, I 
think the power of that label 
is slowly deteriorating. But na¬ 
tionalism still flares up. We all 
remember “freedom fries.”

Mark Messier is leaving the 
New York Rangers organiza¬ 
tion after being passed over to 
replace fired head coach John 
Tortorella.

Track. ‘Weir-wolf’ readies 
for challenge from fellow 
Jamaican in Edmonton 


When Warren Weir finished 
third in the 200 metres at the 
2012 London Olympics — giv¬ 
ing Jamaica a sweep of the 
medals — he didn’t feel he got 
the credit he deserved. So he 
decided he needed to send the 
world a message. 

He did that on June 23 at the 
Jamaican track-and-field cham¬ 
pionships, winning the event 
in 19.79, a mark that equalled 
what was then the year’s fast¬ 
est time set 10 days earlier 
by countryman and Olympic 
champion Usain Bolt. 

“A lot of people said the 
medal in London was because 
it was not a strong field,” the 
23-year-old Weir said Thursday 
ahead of Saturday’s Edmonton 
International Track Classic. “So 
I was trying to say I am a force 
to be reckoned with. I think 
Jamaica and the world got the 
message.” 

On that same day, however, 
American Tyson Gay ran a blis¬ 
tering 19.74 in Des Moines, 
Iowa, to set the existing year’s- 
best mark. Bolt has the world 
record of 19.19, set in 2009. 

Nicknamed the “Weir-wolf,” 
Weir will take on his toughest 
challenge on Saturday from 
countryman and training part¬ 
ner Jason Young. While Weir 



is ranked third in the world 
this year, behind Gay and Bolt, 
Young is ranked 12th, with a 
seasonal best time of 20.20. 

Young has a personal best 
time of 19.86, set in July 2012 
when he beat Weir in Switzer¬ 
land, about an hour after he 
had run a PB 10.06 in the 100 
metres. 

As for going head-to-head 
with Weir on Saturday, Young 
said the two just go into the 
starting blocks “to put on a 
show and have some fim.” 

And if they push each other, 
both men agree, it could re¬ 
sult in the first sub-20-second 
200-metre race ever run in Can¬ 
ada. THE CANADIAN PRESS
